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REMARKS 

I. Status of the Claims 

Claims 23, 27, 32, 35, 38, 41 and 43 are currently being amended. No claims are 
being added or deleted. The changes to claims 27, 32, 38, 41 and 43 merely clarify the 
claims, and are not substantive. Exemplary support for the changes to claims 23 and 35 exists 
in original claim 1. Upon entry of this amendment, claims 22-44 will remain pending in the 
application. 

II. Request for Consideration without Regard to the Previous Restriction 
Requirement and Election 

Pursuant to MPEP § 819, Applicants request that the restriction requirement (and 
Applicants' election) made in the parent application not carry over to the present CPA. In a 
paper filed on March 6, 2002, Applicants amended the claims of the parent application. The 
Examiner entered the claim amendments, yet indicated that the amended claims did not 
correspond to the elected invention. See Office Action mailed on February 11, 2003. With 
the filing of this CPA, Applicants request consideration of the pending claims without regard 
to the previous restriction requirement. 

II. Concluding Remarks
